S a n Jo sk , July 12tb.— A profound sensa­ 
tion was created in this community to-day 
by the leaking out of the fact that City 
Treasurer John II. Wilson is a defaulter to 
the amount of $1,000. 
The discovery was 
made yesterday, when Mayor Brevfogle 
and the Finance Committee of the City 
Council made their quarterly count of 
moneys in his office. 
Heretofore 
the 
money has been counted by counting the 
coin rolls, currency and loose change. 
On 
this occasion the trays were emptied on a 
table and one, supposed to contain $14.000, 
was short $3,279, which was accounted for by 
the fuel that half-dollars had been sand­ 
wiched hetweei. twenties to that extent. Mr. 
Wilson at first claimed that the rolls were in 
that condition when he entered the office 
two years ago, but this explanation was 
scouted, and subsequently abandoned by 
him. 
Mayor Brevfogle immediately sus­ 
pended W ilson and appointed Archie Mc­ 
Donald, one of his bondsmen, to act tem ­ 
porarily. 
The matter was considered in the even­ 
ing by the Council. Some of W ilsou’s 
bondsmen and stanch friends were pres­ 
ent and guaranteed to make good the de­ 
ficiency. and claimed that it was a matter 
that should be kept secret, and that Wilson 
should be allowed an opportunity to re­ 
sign. 
A FURTHER SHORTAGE ADMITTED. 
To-day the investigation was resumed, 
but no new defalcation was discovered 
until W ilson 
appeared voluntarily and 
told them of an additional deficiency o( 
$370, which would not appear on the 
clerk’s books, being money received by 
him in his capacity as License Collector. It 
is believed that no other deficiency w ill be 
found. 
As soon as the exact amount is 
determined the City Treasury will be re­ 
imbursed from funds already deposited in 
the bank, and it is thought no prosecution 
w ill follow. 


ONE OF THE “ OOOD FELLOWS.” 
W ilson is an old timer, warm and genial 
in his nature. 
He has filled the present 
office since 1884, and his last election was 
with scarcely any opposition. 
H e has held 
various county offices, and was at one time 
quite wealthy, but free living and unfor­ 
tunate speculations dissipated his fortune, 
though his ihtegrity has hitherto been 
above suspicion. 
The salary of City Treas­ 
urer is but $100 per month, while the bond 
is $100,000.

R edwood C it y , July 12th.—At an early 
hour this morning m any of the residents 
of Mayfield were awakened by a loud re­ 
port that shook the ground and rattled 
windows most vigorously. The boiler of a 
thrashing machine belonging to Alexander 
Gordon, of this place, had blown up on his 
farm, a short distance from the town, in­ 
stantly killing Mr. Carr, the engineer, and 
fatally injuring Louis Salicito, the fireman. 
Carr was standing at his post and had iust 
started the engine for the day's work, 
when the explosion took place. 
H e was 
blown to pieces, and all the portions of 
his remains have not yet been fonnd. 
Salicito was 
considerably further away 
from the engine, but he is frightfully 
mangled, and death is thought to be hut a 
matter of a few hours.

At a meeting of the Board of Regents of 
the University to-day, Regent Hal lidie 
read a letter 
addressed 
by 
President 
Holden to J. B. Mhoon, the Board’s coun­ 
selor, requesring information on the fol­ 
lowing questions: 
First—Is the Board able to receive the 
Lick Observatory when turned over to 
them by the Lick Trustees? 
Second—Must the unexpended balance 
be turned over to the Regents in gold coin, 
or other money ? 
Third—Could the Regents make a loan 
to the Society of Pioneers of $175,000, 
bearing an annual interest of 5* per cent., 
instead of loaning upon United States or 
city bonds ? 
The Secretary read Mr. Mhoon's re­ 
sponse. 
H is main points were that the 
Regents could accept the Observatory as 
turned over. 
They should receive the sur­ 
plus in gold coin, and it was very ques­ 
tionable whether the amount as turned 
over could be invested in any other but 
State, city or county bonds, as especialiy 
provided by Mr. Lick in iiis trust deed. 
A long discussion followed the reading of 
counsel Mhcon’s report. 
Several Regents 
argued that the strict letter of the bequest 
need not be complied with, as long as the 
security for the loan was of an unquestion­ 
able character. 
The matter was finally 
referred to the Law Committee, who were 
instructed to take especial cognizance of 
counsel Mhoon’s report, and report at the 
next meeting of the Board.

Cincinnati July 12th.—Somewhat unex­ 
pectedly the final decree was entered by 
order of Judge Sage this afternoon against 
the Fidelity National Bank and its Di­ 
rectors and officers, to forfeit the charter of 
the Bank. 
Demurrers had been filed by 
President Briggs, Swift and others, and 
there was an appearance of a lengthy legal 
argument. 
Upon a mutual understanding 
the argument was dropped and the decree 
was agreed upon by all the parties, which 
dismisses the action against the Directors 
and other officers, but finds that the bank 
had violated the hanking laws of the United 
States by lending money to D. A. Fitz­ 
patrick and others upon the security of its 
own capital stock, and by permitting its 
cash on hand to fall below the required 25 
per cent, of its circulation and deposits, and 
by incurring new obligations while in this 
insolvent condition. 
The charter of the 
bank is therefore declared forfeited. This 
action puts all the assets of the late bank 
in the hands of Receiver Armstrong, and 
dissolves all attachments upon its property 
made since the bank was seized by the 
Government.

fruit from this one tree. 
John Wilder- 
muth, whose rauch is twp m iles northeast 
of Campo Seco, is quite proud of six fig 
trees planted in 1857, the trunks of which 
range from six to seven and a half feet in 
circumference. 
From them he dries three 
crops of tigs aggregating 20,000 pounds each 
year. This gentleman has a special process 
of drying the fruit, which, on that account, 
brings the top prices in the market. From 
these six trees the proprietor realizes over 
$1,000 per year 
George W. Cutter, of Campo Seco, has a 
number of orange trees which average over 
3.000 oranges to the tree. 
This fruit took 
the first premium at the State Fair for ex­ 
cellence of flavor. 
Matteson & W illiam ­ 
son, of Stockton, own a piece of land near 
Burson which grows a delicate grapevine. 
This vineis four feet and five inches around 
the trunk on the surface of the ground, and 
four feet and four inches above the ground 
It then divides into two branches, each two 
and a half feet in circumference, both of 
which have entwined themselves around a 
huge oak, which is now apparently liter­ 
ally loaded with grapes.

FALSE IDEAS OF M URDER 


A certain 
false 
idea 
has taken 
a 
dangerous hold upon the intelligence of a 
remarkable number of people otherwise 
clear-headed. 
It was most prominent in 
the case of Simon iluten, who murdered 
James Lansing in this city. 
Rateu, a 
Siberian, in a fit of drunken frenzy, con­ 
ceived that he liad been denied some 
rights by the polite authorities, who refused 
to arrest men who had whipped him. 
He filled up on benzine whisky; l>ought a 
weajKjn for the purjtose, and caiefully 
loading it, “ went out hunting” upon the 
streets of this city in broad day for the 
men with whom he had^the difficulty' pro­ 
posing to take the law into his own hands. 
Seeing one of them he deliberately fired at 
him, but missed his mark and wounded a 
total stranger. 
Ivaten fled, pursued by ofiieers and good 
citizens seeking to arrest him. 
He turned 
into an alley way, the pursuers, as they 
had a right to do, as good citizens should 
do, following him. 
As he passed the lot 
of Jamen Lansing, the latter naturally 
stepped out to ascertain what was the m at­ 
ter—a perfectly natural action—and hear­ 
ing the cry to " stop the murderer” ad. 
vanned into the alleyway, as was his right 
and as a good citizen his duty to do. 
Ra- 
ten, who just then passed him, turned and 
aimed his pistol «I him. 
Lansing threw 
up his hand, retreated and cried out, 
“ Don't shoot.” Rut this wretched drunken 
m urderer did shoot, striking Lansing in 
the side and killing him. 
W hat happened '! 
R iten was convicted 
of ranrder, but enough short-sighted citi­ 
zens, whose conceptions of the law and of 
the rights of men are warped by some 
strange idea of self-defense were found 
to sign an effective petition for commuta­ 
tion of the sentence of death the ju ry and 
the law affixed, and Raten's neck was 
aaved from a deserved hangman's noose. 
The idea seemed to lie that though 
Raten had murder in his h e a rt; though 
he 
premeditatedly attempted 
to 
k ill; 
though he shot the wrong man in the first 
instance, he 
was 
pursued, was 
being 
hounded, a- the phraso goes, and fired 
at Lansing in telf-defense; that he really 
did not intend to kill Lansing, liecause he 
did not even know him, but shot at his 
pursuers as a “job lot,” and therefore he 
vhould not be punished with the extreme 
penalty of the law, ‘‘ for the elemeut of 
malice was lacking.” 
These citizens were totally oblivious to 
the fact that Raten was law fully pursued; 
th at he was fleeing from justice—attem pt­ 
ing to escape from the consequences of a 
crim e—and in that attem pt did intend to 
kill whoever interrupted him, and that all 
su h killing is foul murder. 
The pre- 
la iption is “ that a person intends the 
Ord nary constquences of hi- voluntary 
so', and this vr.se presumption, uneontra- 
dicL-d, these citizens wholly ignored. The 
faulty sentimentality that threw itssvmpa- 
th i - about the murderer of Jam es Lansing, 
given full play, would place the life of 
every citizen in peril. 
It teaches that if 
“ A, ’ with murder in his heart, by misad­ 
venture of his bullet, kills « R ” instead of 
f 
at whom he aimed, he is rather to lie 
piin-d ihan condemned. 
If Raten, having 
no specific intent to kill ¡lie identical in­ 
dividual named Lansing, should not be 
punished for murder, then the sentimental­ 
ists -hould have asked for an uncondi­ 
tional acquittal, and, after conviction, an 
unconditional pardon for him. 
If his kill­ 
ing of Lansing was unintended, mere mis­ 
chance, then Raten should suffer only for 
manslaughter, and by a eomparativelv 
brief imprisonment. 
If the theories of 
any law writers support the sentimentalists, 
then such writers are behind the age of 
reason and practical common sense. 
The 
same 
illogical 
and 
dangerous 
doctrine ad van ceil to save Rat.m’s neck 
was projected in the TIong Di case. Accept­ 
ing that murderer's statement as true, that 
he killed Mrs. Billiou by accident, while 
attem pting to kill 
W eaver—though it 
wa- clearly proven that Hong D; lied and 
that it was physically impossible for his 
story to be true—the sentimentalists’ false 
notion of human responsibility cropped 
on. in the vote of the two jurymen who 
wanted Hong Di acquitted. 
They were 
more consistent, however, than the Raten 
sentimentalists, who pleaded his non-intent 
against Lansing, but consented to his im- 
prisoum ent for life. 
The false sentiment 
develops also in certain other quarters in 
favor of Hong Di, and L- based in this in­ 
stance upon vague suspicion bom of a 
cruel and case-hardened cynicism. 
It would appear that in this day and 
ago with certain classes of suspicious people 
it is enough to lay a charge to justify irre­ 
vocable condemnation. 
W ho has 
the 
right, tinder the facts, to say that Hong 
Di did not intend, corruptly, willfully and 
murderously intend, to assa¡*dnate Mrs. 
Billiou ? 
Who has the warrant of testi­ 


mony, fact, circumstance or repute for be- j 
lieviug the outrageous story of Hong Di, 
which the San Francisco Bulletin aptly 
terms “ moral murder,” when he charged 
his victim with infamy, and found ready 
and cotwciousless vehicles of print to 
herald the foul aspersion of the dead? 
Who with wife, or daughter, or sister, 
clinging about his heart, is ready to com­ 
mit their fair fame to the tongue of 
a Cliincse servant who assassinates them, 
and in his defense blisters, the reputation 
of those speechless in death that he may 
establish 
a plea of non-inleut? This 
non-intention doctrine 
as a 
clearance 
agency is a devilishly devised and danger­ 
ous one. 
The man who loads a deadly 
weapon and (roes out to do murder, but 
misses on e aud kills another, is excellent 
food for the gallows. 
W hen B, C, or D, with murder in the 
heart, shoots at E or F, but by unsteadi­ 
ness of nerve kills G or H, the thing to do 
is to try the assassin promptly, promptly 
convict and effectually hang him until he 
is 
dead. 
The false 
logic and 
hair­ 
splitting pity that saved 
R aten; 
the 
sentim ental weakness that pleaded for 
mercy for him, and asks that doubts he en­ 
tertained of H o n g b i's guilt, are precisely 
the influences that result in manifested 
contempt for the law as an agency for the 
protection 
of life and 
property, 
and 
eventuate 
in 
6uch 
scenes 
as 
the 
lynching 
in 
Colusa. 
They are 
the 
legitimate fruit 
of 
readiness 
to 
ac­ 
cept the story of every calumnious assas­ 
sin, who seeks to wasli his bloody hands in 
the reputation of his victim. 
It is the 
direct, shameful and hum iliating outcome 
of the weak-backed and beggarly sentiment 
that if the bullet does not reach the exact 
spot for which the assassin intended it, he 
is to be pitied and commiserated on his ill 
luck, rather than hanged for his devilish 
malignity. 


AN “ ACT” IN CONTEMPT. 


The supposition is that the “ Restriction 
Act,” so-called, is law, and that it is lieing 
enforced. 
But the ease and frequency 
with which the Chinese evade it make 
the law a jeer and a laughing-stock. W ith 
the arrival of every China steamer there 
is a load of Chinese without certificates 
who hope to swear their way ashore. Still 
another batch lias the requisite certificate 
per head, and the w rit of habeas corpus 
being invoked in the case of any chal­ 
lenged immigrants, they are brought be­ 
fore the Courts, and by perjury and witb 
the aid of Consul Bee’s detectives, and the 
agents of the Six Companies, fully nine- 
tenths manage to rem ain ashore. 
A great 
deal of harsh criticism of the Federal 
Court is indulged in by the press, but the 
probability is that it Ls all unjust; that 
the Court is helpless in the matter, and 
ltound to accept the proofs made before it. 
The difficulty lies in the frauds perpetrated 
in the m atter of certificates. 
These pajiers 
are notoriously hawked about in the Hong­ 
kong market, and coachers are regularly 
employed to j>ost the purchasers about 
California, so as to make their testimony 
correspond with the calls of the certificate 
in case their right to land is challenged. 
A Chinaman, well known in this city 
returned 
from China a few days ago, 
and introduced to acquaintances here a 
companion 
as 
his brother, 
who 
had 
accompanied him from 
China. 
Being 
asked how he secured his brother’s admis­ 
sion, he replied that he bought for him a 
certificate that “ fitted.” 
H e had l>een 
compelled to pay a round price. H e added 
that certificates are in great demand, and 
that every one issued to a Chinaman going 
out from California who does not intend to 
return is worth much money to the pos 
sessor, and those that exactly “ fit” the 
purchaser in description are the most val­ 
uable, and invariably bring the asking 
price. 
This man’s testimony is unques­ 
tionably good, and fairly represents the 
facts. 
As an obstacle, the Restriction Act 
has lessened immigration from China, but 
it is also true that it has been and is 
grossly 
violated 
and 
contemptuously 
evaded. 
How long its evasion is to be per­ 
mitted is a problem Congress alone can 
solve. It certainly gives the Chinese a low 
estimate of our laws, and tends to stim u­ 
late the disposition to evade other laws, 
and tints to cultivate lawlessness. 
It does 
seem that the scheme of the law was blun­ 
dering from the outset in its provisions for 
securing respect for it. 
It ought to have 
been possible, and was, for Congress to 
have so legislated th at false personation 
under a certificate would be next to im­ 
possible. 
As it is, with the open defects 
of the Act and the lameness of the Treas­ 
ury regulations made under it, the law is 
held iu contempt by the Chinese and very 
largely fails to effect the end for which it 
was passed. 


IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 


T h e Comte de Paris is wise and cun- 
uing. 
In 1-ranee he was really no menace 
to the republic, because by tolerating his 
presence the Government showed it did 
not fear hint, and thus the people were 
given confidence in the republic. 
But as 
an exile in the Isle of Jersey the Comte is 
a shrine for royalist devotion. 
H e knows 
this, and cultivates the pose of a martvr. 
He declines living cheered as King, but he 
is careful not to waive his claims to the 
crown of France. Fie refuses to be hailed 
h ing, but consents to addresses and recep­ 
tions and visitations that he knows are in­ 
spired solely by the fact that he lays a 
claim to a right to rule in France. 
But 
the Comte will die with his ambition un- 
gratitied. 
France is every day becoming 
more contented with republican institu­ 
tions : the great masses, the homeowners 
in rural France, have such an interest in 
the soil that they dread war more than 
they do the pestilence, and abhor civil 
strife more than the plague.

U nder these resolutions th e duties of your 
com m ittee w ere coutined to a n ex am in atio n oi 
th e m ethod of assessm ents pursued in the county 
and a com parison o f th e in d iv id u al assessm ents, 
w ith a view o f ascertain in g w h eth er o r not the 
large holdings w ere assessed in th e sam e propor­ 
tion as th e sm aller pieces, according to th e let­ 
te r an d sp irit o f th e C onstitution. ‘T his respon­ 
sible w ork we h av e endeavored to accom plish 
fairly am i im partially, rely in g in no m an n er 
upon o u r ow n ju d g m en t, b u t carefully g a th e r­ 
ing such accu rate d a ta as m ig h t fu rn ish basis 
for a tair decision. 
These lead in g facts w e p re­ 
sent w ith as little com m ent as (ossible, th a t th e 
A ssociation m ay draw its ow n conclusions. W e 
h av e tak en in th is m atter, as ia r as possible, 
th e position o f a com m ission presenting th e 
facts and points o f a case upon w h ich a C ourt is 
to pass, we deem th is course to be th e best, as 
refuting in ad v an ce all charges o f prejudice 
th a t m uy be brought by e ith e r side against th e 
com m ittee. T he facts ad duced we believe to be 
strong enough to base a decision upon.

It uppears th a t J. T. Griffilts, th e p re­ 
vious Assessor, iu his last y e ar o f office, re­ 
duced all th e assessm ents in th e county 10 per 
cent, and Mr. Frost h as verv properly restored 
th em to th e form er figures. S ho u ld 'a n y facts 
h erein co n tain ed be construed as reflecting 
upon th e Assessor, th is m uch m av be said iu 
lairncss to th e present incum bent. ‘ For th e first 
y e ar he h as h a d to rely largely upon th e figures 
furnished by his predecessor. 
In several in 
stances th a t have com e u n d er observation we 
find th a t he has m ade a m ark ed increase in as 
sessed values, an d jo u r com m ittee hav e no 
reason to suppose th a t after a carefu l read in g of 
th is report Mr. Frost w ilt not be an x io u s to 
m ake still fu rth er changes. 


DEFECTIVE EQUALIZATION 
T ax atio n should be uniform , a n d all real 
property should be assessed, as n early as possi­ 
ble, at th e sam e percentage of its cash value 
Mr. Frost states th a t th e rule iu th is cou n ty is to 
assess all real property at from GO to 7f> |h t cen t 
of th e cash value, th a t property w h ich com ­ 
m ands a ready sale being u suallv rat al a h ig h er 
per cent, th a n th a t w hich m ust h u n t a p u r­ 
chaser. 
Y our com m ittee, how ever, find th a t 
in practice th is ru le is not follow ed, a n d th a t 
assessm ents gen erally are jioorly equalized, 
ranging all th e w ay from 20 p er cen t, to a imost 
100 p er cent, o f th e cash value. T his is tru e for 
property both w ith in a n d w ith o u t th e city lim 
its, a lew iustances o f w hich w ill ap p ear later 
on. 
A DIFFICULT TASK. 
In fu rn ish in g d a ta as to th e values o f these 
various lands, your com m ittee, front th e incep­ 
tion o f its labors, h as laid aside an y ideas or 
ju dgm ent e n te rta in ed by its in d iv id u al m em ­ 
bers in regard th ereto . To th e decision, even 
ot ex p erien ced a n d im p artial ju d g es o f lau d 
th ere was raised th e objection th a t in no case 
w ould th e decision be concurred in by partm s 
o f opposite interest. 
T he price w as in every in ­ 
stan ce declared m uch too h ig h o r absurdly low 
according to th e view s an d in te rc stso f th e‘partj: 
p assin g on it. 
We w ere forced, therefore to re­ 
linquish using d a ta of th is kind. 
W hen a n ef­ 
fort w as m ade to o b tain positive testim ony as to 
the c h arac te r of th e lan d th e divergence was 
positively startling. 
F or instance, w ith regard 
to th e N orris G runt m any people testified th a t 
m uch of th e lan d w as com paratively w orthless 
being “ hog-w allow ” a n d bedrock, w ith th e b ed ­ 
rock alm ost at th e surface; th a t w ater could not 
be got w ith in 100 feet of th e surface, an d th at 
in som e places it could no t be found a t any 
d ep th , a n d th a t th ere are not m ore th a n several 
hu n d red acres of bottom la n d in th e tract 
o th e rs claim ed th a t th ere are about 3,000 acres 
of good bottom laud, w orth from S1Ü0 to $150 per 
acre; about 11,000 acres o f tim b er land, w orth 
about $40 per acre, an d tb u t th e re m ain in g :» 000 
acres are w orth from $20 to $25 p er acre. One 
m an, w ho claim s to have trav eled over th e 
g ra n t co n stan tly for fifteen vears, declared th a t 
the land was equal to an y sim ilar lan d south of 
the river; th a t w ater could be had as readily by 
digging, an d th a t the w hole tract w as w orth at 
least *10 p er acre. A gain, w hen it was a t­ 
tem pted to select pieces south o f th e riv er for 
com parison w ith those n o rth , th e land elected 
was generally declared to be entirely ilillercnt 
in ch aracter, or so differently conditioned as to 
furnish no fa irg ro u n d s for com parison. 
U nder the circum strances, y o u r com m ittee 
found itself in a q u andary. 
It finally had re­ 
course to such w ell-established facts concern ing 
te e value o i th ese lands as w ere fu rn ish ed by 
th e ow ner* them selves o r by im p artial circu m ­ 
stances. T he in ference from these facU is u n ­ 
avoidable, a u d flows so clearlv as to m ake com ­ 
m ent unnecessary. 


A D STRICT OF LOW ASSESSMENTS. 
W c find, as fa r as th e country n o rth of th e 
A m erican riv e r is concerned, 'th a t th e large 
lau d g ran ts are asses-ed as high p er acre as th e 
sm all parcels im m ed iately contiguous, though 
not as high, ap p ar u tly , as lan d o f th e sam e 
ch aracter situ ated in o th er portions o f th e 
county. Wc find also, speaking in a general 
way, th a t th e assessm ents on lands north o f the 
A m erican riv er are less in proportion to th e ir 
cash value th a n those on lan d s south o f th at 
stream 
T his state of th in g s m ay be ascribed to 
th e fact th a t D eputy Assessors w ork by districts, 
an d th a t th e sam e deputy lia s assessed for á 
great m any years th e la n d s north o f th e A m eri­ 
can, an d he lias probably iuiled to apply to 
them th e increase in v alu e su stained bv ail 
county lauds. A side from th e special instances 
furnished in th is report illu stra tin g th is point 
th e discrepancy can b e m ade still m ore appa 
ren t by m apping off south oi th e A m erican a 
district eq u al in territory a n d conditions to th a t 
n o rth of it an d com paring th e ir aggregate as­ 
sessed values. 
C oncerning th e large tracts o f la n d north of 
th e A m erican riv er, tow ard w hich public atte n ­ 
tion h as for years been directed, vour com m ittee 
subm its th e follow ing facts g ain ed by them : 


TH E CARDWELL TRACT. 
T his is a tra c t o f 4.221 acres on th e riv crn l- 
m ost opposite Folsom au d th e X atom a vinei ard. 
It is assessed th is y e ar at $41,060. or an average 
of $9 75 p er acre. As in d icatin g th e actu al vain- 
it is learn ed th at som e tw o o r th ree m onths ago 
a sy n d icate o f Sacram ento cap italists conceived 
th e idea of bay in g a n d c u llin g up th e tract. 
Tim o w n er w as w illing to let ilie property go, 
an d th e price finally agreed on as satisfactory to 
all parties concerned w as $25 per a t re for 1,500 
acres, and $35 p er acre for 2,700 acres: th a t is to 
say, an average of $31 75 per acre for en tire tract.

THE SAN JUAN (¡BANT, 
O w ned by Messrs. Cox A C larke, borders on th e 
A m erican riv er im m ediately south an d south- 
[ w est of the C ardw ell tract, and betw een it aud 
th e K aneho del Taso. 
I here are 18,616 acres 
assessed th is y ear for 5134,055. or an average of 
$7 25 n er acre. O ver a y ear ago a syndicate of 
S acram ento cap italists desired to colonize ali, 
or a portion, of th is g ran t, au d th e price finally 
agreed upon by ih e ow ners w as $25 p er acre lor 
th e w hole tract, or $40 p er acre lor th e h a lf of 
It nearest th e city. T he ow ners state th a t thcv 
are w illing to sell it now , but th a t they consider 
it w orth m ore th a n th e figures fixed on last 
j’ta r. T aking these, how ever, as a basis, th e 
land is assessed a t 2$ 9-10 p er cent, o f its value. 
Messrs. Cox A C larke hav e sold a n u m b er of 
sm all pieces o n the n o rth ern boundurv of the 
g ran t to settlers w ith in th e past few- years.

W ith regard 
to th is tra c '. j'o u r co m m it:ee have h ad consider­ 
able difficulty in ascertaining (acts upon w hich 
an y d isin terested person could base an estim ate 
ot vaiue, as. u n lik e th e other tw o tracts already 
referred to, it h as n ever been in th e m ark et, it 
m ay be stated, how ever, th a t th e D eputy Asses­

F our years ago a price of 
850 p er acre w as off.-red an d refused to r !,000 
acres on Dry creek, in th e n o rth ern (o n io n of 
th e R ancho del Paso. 
T ne sam e lan d to-day is 
assessed at Ire in $15 to $25 p er acre. T he follow- 
in g facts m ay give fu rth er tig h t on th e subject : 
In 187$ prom inent m em bers o f th e S tite G range 
endeavored to obtain th e N orris G ram for the 
purpoee o f cu ttin g it u p .an d offered to payfo. it $10 
p er acre.or $440,000 Mr. H aggin declined to con 
siiler th e proposition. 
H e th o u g h t th e verv 
low est reasonable figure w as $15 ¡ e r ucre. an d 
he did not care to sell at th a t. 
In 18*0 th e State 
Board o f E qua ization raised th e assessm ent on 
thi* tra c t to $666.630, and alLhough Mr. iiag g in 
cam e before th e Board a n d fought th e raise, it 
w as deem ed ju st, largely on h is ow n evidence.

ing its capabilities. O ur d u ties allow us no dis­ 
cretio n in d iscrim in atin g in assc-M ucnts be­ 
tw een those lands im proved lor th e g en eral 
good an d those w h eh are no t—n o r w ould it he 
ju st for th e purposes o f th is inq u iry so to do.

Is probable th a t th e low assessm ent on th e 
C ardw ell tract opposite hires m uch to do w ith 
th e figure fixed on the N atom a property.

T he o rdinary 
bedrock in th e neighborhood of F lorin au d 
beyond is assessed at from $16 to $25 p er acre. Its 
value, so far as can be learn ed , is from $20 to $50 
per acre, and it is stated to be m u ch in terio r lor 
g eneral purposes to th e deep foothill soil o f the 
N atom a property. A piece o f 160 acres ow ned 
form erly by Jn d d y H ariow we find assessed for 
$2o p er aere. 
It v, as sold last v car for $22 50 ia r 
acre, an d th e price was considered a good one. 
Iu ad d itio n to th e num erous instances w h ich 
w e hav e investigated for th e purpose o f com ­ 
parison. wo subm it w ithout com m ent th e fol­ 
low ing assessm ents on som e large tracts uot in ­ 
vestigated. an d w hich m ay be used for purposes 
of com parison by those fam iliar w ith th e ir 
v a lu e :

R ich lan d , o,888 acres, assessed at $25 p er acre. 
This is very rich bind, bu t hRs been subject to 
overflow, an d in preceding years it has been as­ 
sessed at about $13. It h as been reclaim ed, how ­ 
ever, and th e present Assessor has raised it as 
above. 
I f tiie reclam ation proves p erm an en t 
the assessm ent should bo m uch higher, as the 
laud is held at from $100 to 81.60. 
M em bers o f th e B ryan fam ily ow n, in B righ­ 
ton tow nship, som e 5,000 acres, th e assessm ent* 
on w h ich varios from $10 to $20 p er acre. Uon- 
eern iu g th e c h arac te r o f th is lan d w e lcaru th at 
it is in ferio r to th e N atom a tract.

CONCLUSIONS. 
\\ e believe th a t a careful consideration o f th e 
facts g a th e re d by us w ill tend to establish th e 
follow ing p o in ts : 
l i n t 
th a t th e assestm en 's in S acram ento 
county are most uneq u ally equalized. 
Second—T hat, generally speaking, th e assess­ 
m ents on lands north ot th e A m erican river are 
proportionately m u ch low er th a n on those th e 
south of It. 
T h ird —T hat, g enerally speaking, th e sm all 
pieces of lau d , especially if im proved, are as­ 
sessed at m ore per acre th a n th e sam e q u ality 
of lan d h eld In larg er tracts and not contiguous 
to such sm all pieces. 
F o n rtli—T hat sm all pieces n e a r large tracts 
w hich h av e been assessed low, b e ar a low assess­ 
m ent. too. w hile lau d no m ore valu ab le in th e 
m ark et and ta ilh e r rem oved from such tracts is 
assessed at a good round figure. 
E ith er th ere is 
som e system in th ese assessm ents o r else those 
w ho h av e secured th e large tracts referred to 
have curiously picked th e very poorest lan d to 
be found In th e c o u n ty ! 
In reference to th e first point, we believe the 
en tire roll should, if pos-ibie, be carefully re­ 
vised an d equalized by com petent a n d im p artial 
m en. and w hen such m en are found th ey should 
be retain ed in office. 
W ith regard to th e second 
point, tiie evil h as resulted, In ou r Opinion, from 
allow ing one dcpntv to fix th e asse«sm cnts ! i a 
certain d istrict year after year. 
1' w ould prob­ 
ably be better, supposing th e deputies to b e com ­ 
petent ju d g es o f county property, to h av e tw o

THE WATER QUESTION. 


C riticism U pon C ritic* a n d N ecessity for 
Im p ro v e d Q u ality o f W a te r. 
E ds. R ecobd-U nion : As th e w ater ques­ 
tion has been put forward again. I would 
like, w ith your permission, to add a few 
rem arks as one who has paid som e atten­ 
tion to this m atter here and abroad in m y 
studies. 
It is m y im pression th at both the 
See, as well as your correspondent “ J . B. 
R .,” o f the 9th inst-, are to a certain extent 
in th e wrong, or w ant to be for som e rea­ 
son. Science generally in all countries 
wants the truth, and one cannot be a so- 
called “ Silurian ” in one branch and in an­ 
other a leader. 
Men who desire progress 
justly, m ust advance all along the line, and 
this the Hee does not carry out w hen re­ 
ferring to water analyses from a chem i­ 
cal 
standpoint 
only. 
A 
chem ical 
analyses 
refers 
to 
the 
w ater 
w hen 
the sam e is taken from the river, w hile 
tw enty-four 
hours 
subsequently 
the 
water m ay have changed for various rea­ 
sons, too num erous to m ention. T here are 
cities in Europe w here quite a num ber of 
analyses are m ade of th e water in use, and 
generally som e change is m anifested. 
W hat the Sec does not w ant to under­ 
stand is th is : T hat for good drinking water 
it is necessary th at the sam e be clear, color­ 
less, and w ithout odor and bad taste. T his 
is one of th e requisites, besides four more, 
to m ake good drinking water, w hich we 
will ignore, and only bring the first into 
play. 
Can any one convince the new­ 
comer, intending to m ake this city his fu 
ture hom e, that our water, as it appears to 
h im , is the m ost wholesom e in California 
or any other country, w here all his lifetim e 
he has used clear w ater? 
T here is the 
rub. 
B ut there is more. I say em phatically our 
water had a taste, som e tim e ago, and a 
slight sm ell, and that too, even w hile taken 
direct from the tanks. T he m en at the 
works say it is the drainage from the tule- 
basin, and that w ater caused th e w riter 
gripings several tim es. A t present the 
w ater appears to be better again. 
It is said th at the tanks are only cleaned 
twice a year. 
Reservoirs at the present age 
are looked upon, what we know of them , 
w ith som e suspicion unless constant atten ­ 
tion is paid to them . 
Rem em ber, there is 
no agitation and constant contact w ith air 
as in a flowing stream . 
I do not know 
how the tanks are used, but 1 find the 
w ater in use with m e m uch clearer than 
the river show s it, therefore, take it for 
granted th at the tanks are used consider­ 
ably. 
F or general use I prefer this clear 
water, but ju st as soon as it becomes neces­ 
sary to quench m y thirst I agree to take 
m y water direct troiu the m ains, w hich 
carries all that we have indulged in so often 
w ith it. 
A t least less contact w iih foul 
gases and organic life can be expected 
than from th at stored up to clear—how 
long? 
If this city is com pelled to use the river 
w ater in the future, strong efforts ought to 
he m ade to keep the water from being con­ 
tam inated. The State Board of H ealth was 
advised February 12, 1887, w hat the under­ 
signed witnessed, and such actions m ust be 
punished to the fullest extent of the law. 
It would, however, be strange th at no 
efforts be m ade in the future to procure 
clearer water th an we have at present, but 
if carried out it will be well to be quite 
positive that we have not only clear water, 
but also th at w hich show s superiority 
otherw ise, and I w arn the people of Sacra­ 
m ento th at they will never have it if they 
bring it from source of supply in ditches 
(open canals, etc.) or stored up in u n ­ 
watched reservoirs. 
I agree that chem i­ 
cally we have probably as fair w ater in use, 
and even better, th at m anv a larger city, 
but this cannot rem ain th u s if th e popula­ 
tion increases, w hich m akes it the dum p­ 
ing place of its refuse. Sooner or later we 
m ust look to a purer source of supply 
direct from the fountain head. Microscopy 
in the exam ination of w ater is playing a 
far m ore im portant part at present than 
the past, so that pure and clear w ater 
even m ay carry that w hich m ay not be 
wholesom e to drink. 
Exam ine, for in ­ 
stance, on page 289 Sanitary E ra of June 
15, 1887, illustrated, w here sixty-one speci­ 
m ens of organic life is found in the present 
Croton water of New Y ork. 
Is it any w on­ 
der th at this city is m aking such herculean 
efforts to procure purer water than the 
kind in use at present, and that, too, appa­ 
rently clear to norm al vision ? 
A"our correspondent J. B. R.'s test for 
water to stand all night in a room, is no 
test at all, unless he can vouch for the pure 
atm osphere of the room the water is placed 
in. 
Double and treble distilled w ater in 
a foul atm osphere would absorb the gases 
just the same, and upon th at theory sm ell 
disagreeable likewise, sim ply because m any 
liquids absorb gases very rapidly. T his is 
really au excellent w ay to help clear a 
room of noxious gases, if you have to sleep 
in such a room . 
Let th e'g e n tle m a n take 
two pitchers of w ater—one placed in the 
sam e room, the other out door, where pure 
air can be vouched for, and then report 
the result of both. 
T he difference will 
show the room if foul gases are present. 
I 
doubt that the water will foul in a pure at­ 
m osphere iu one night. 
One thing m ore in regard to the water 
we drink is that, as long as the basin of 
water exists know n as “ China Slough,” so 
long we will take daily rations of it. 
Jf 
water finds its level, it is forced to pass into 
the river from the slough above the suction- 
pipe, and then be pum ped into the city 
m ains. 
It may be clear as the icicle, and 
yet passed through the m ade-ground from 
the slough. 
T his alone is a very strong 
reason to till up this eye-sore of the city ; 
and it is hoped th at th e coming attem pt 
will prove a success in every respect. 
It is 
bound to pay in m ore ways than one to 
Sacram ento, and the Central Pacific R ail­ 
road Com pany also.

I t I* N ot so M uch C a lifo rn ia a* O th e r 
S tate* to b e E ffected . 
The pow erful interests opposed to the 
C 
Mication by the State of the school text- 
ks are taking advantage of a serious 
error ol the Superintendent of State P rin t­ 
ing for the purpose of prejudicing the en­ 
tire scheme. 
It seems that the fund for 
doing the general State printing was pre­ 
m aturely exhausted by the extraordinary 
expenditure for work done for the last ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, and that in this di­ 
lem m a the Superintendent continued the 
ordinary w ork of his departm ent by draw ­ 
ing m oney from the text-book printing 
fund to keep it going. 
The result was that 
both funds were wrecked a short tim e be­ 
fore the 30th of June, the end of the fiscal 
year. 
W e believe th at the am ount di­ 
verted from one fund to the other was 
about $20.000. 
On the strength of this 
error, by which the State loses nothing— 
for the m oney was spent for legitim ate pub­ 
lic w ork—the school-book ring and their 
organs set up a how l against the whole text­ 
book scheme. 
They a t once assum e that 
the State has m ade a failure of the work 
and treat a m ere error of judgm ent as if 
it were an evidence of corrupt diversion 
of public funds 
T he diversion ought 
never to have occurred. 
T he Superintend­ 
ent should 
have sacredly reserved the 
moneys appropriated far the production of 
the school-books to th at purpose a lo n e ; 
bnt unless the assailants of the State plan 
can show th at this diversion has in some 
m aterial way injured th e schem e by rais­ 
ing the price of the books or lowering their 
standard of excellence, the m isapplication 
of the m oney does not help th eir case. The 
sim ple fact is th at $20,000 ot the State’s 
m oney has been used for one kind of public 
w ork w hen it should have been used for 
another. T here has been nothing lost, and 
the m oney taken from the school-book 
fund will have to be paid back. 
The text­ 
book problem has lost nothing of its force 
by the m istake, it still rem ains a fact that 
the books can he sold to the children at 
less than one-half their previous cost; th at 
the prices fixed for the books by the State 
Board of Education is the act'uai cost to 
the State of their m anufacture ; that the 
State is conferring a boon upon the people 
by publishing the books. It m ay be well to 
give the public an idea of the ulterior rea­ 
sons for the powerful effort now m ade to 
break down the Stale enterprise. 
The 
school-book ring pervades every State in 
the Union, and finds its im m ense profits in 
its system atic forcing of the books of the 
com bina'ion upon every títate in the Union. 
Not only this, but it compels frequent 
changes of the books, thus m arketing its 
publications upon the schools w ith u nne­ 
cessary redundancy. 
As all the school- 
book publishers in the U nited States are 
leagued together, they thus hold the inte­ 
rior lines on all the books used by the 
schools. 
They could afford to lose the cus­ 
tom of California, but it would eventuate 
in ruin to them for California to success­ 
fully carry out the present enterprise of 
publishing its own school hooks. 
F or if 
the schem e in this State becomes unques­ 
tionable successful, other States will follow 
its exam ple, and in a short tim e the occu­ 
pation of the great school-book ring would 
be gone. 
H ence no effort w ill be left u n ­ 
tried to cripple and destroy the California 
schem e. 
To do so they will seize upon 
every straw ; they will m ake m ountains 
out of m ole-hills ; they will m isrepresent 
and m agnify. 
In short, they will resort to 
any kind of tactics to kill the plan to fur­ 
nish the children w ith school books at 
cost.—L uí Angeles Herald.

Han Fkancisco. July 12th.—The taking 
of testimony in the mineral land case, the 
Government vs. Towle Bros, et al., before 
an examiner in the United States District 
Court (Judge Huffman), was resumed at 10 
o’clock to-day. 
The first w itness called to the stand was 
J. H. Wildes, a ^draughtsman in the Sur­ 
veyor-General’» office. He had with him a 
number of maps and copies of field notes 
taken by deputy surveyors, relating to sec­ 
tion 7 and the ’eold mines located in its 
immediate vicinity. 
These maps and 
field notes were made many years ago. 
Witness explained bow the maps were 
made trom field notes and wbat different 
shades of coloring were intended to repre­ 
sent; yellow generally indicated mineral,hut 
not alwavs. 
In the northeast quarter of 
northwest quarter of section 7 is marked 
“ mines.” 
This is ou the north fork of 
Steen Hollow creek. This was a survey 
made twenty-one 
years ago. 
Witness 
then at the request of General Carey read 
the field notes of Swamp Angel mine, 
made 1873; Golden Bull, 1887; Planet, 1858: 
Lowell Hill, 1879; Sacramento and Bear 
ltiver. 1878, and the same were submitted 
in evidence. 
Senator Sargent interposed objections to 
all of this testimony as irrelevant and im ­ 
materia'. It did not relate to the land in 
question, and was subsequent to the grant­ 
ing of the patent to the railroad company. 
On cross-examination witness said the 
entire township, of which section 7 was a 
part, was returned as agricultural. The 
Golden Bull, Lowell Hi!!, Swamp Angel 
nor no other mine is noted on the town­ 
ship map at all. 
Re-direct 
examination—All 
of these 
maps have been approved by the Surveyor- 
General, and certified copies made and filed 
with the department in Washington. 
Rc-cross examination—These mineral 
land maps could not have been on file in 
the Land Office at the time of the granting 
of the railroad patent, as the field notes all 
show that they were surveyed some years 
later. None of these maps could have 
been sent East before the Surveyor-General 
approved them, which was a dozen years 
after the railroad plat was filed. 
M r. Sargent—Do you remember the case 
of Benson going to IVnn valley. Nevada 
county, to survey an alleged mine, and the 
Marshal being called upon by Btnson to 
protect him against the farmers, who in­ 
sisted that it was a bold attempt to gel 
title to their farming lands? 
Witness—W hen was it ? 
Mr. Sargent—Some time in 1878. 
Witness—I don’t recall the circumstance. 
Benson had so many troubles that I am a 
little mixed upon them. 
Mr. Sargent—Is it not a well-known fact 
that for certain lees Deputy Assessors file 
certain kinds of reports? 
Witness—I think Deputy Surveyors as a 
rule are honorable men. 
Their report 
must in every case be accompanied with an 
affidavit of two disinterested individuals. 
These are received as fact, and the Sur­ 
veyor-General, assuming them to be such, 
proceeds with his work. 
He never heard 
of any charges against the surveyors of 
these plats. They were honorable, com­ 
petent and honest men—E. C. I'ren, of 
Dutch Flat, and H . S. Bradley, now de­ 
ceased. 
The next witness called was J. Levee, 
who resides two miles from Lowell Hill. 
At the present lime is a farmer and horti­ 
culturist ; lived there since the fall of 1865 ; 
know all the mines that have been referred 
to in this trial, am also acquainted with 
the lines of section 7 ; know of no mining 
in section 7, outside of a little prospecting, 
except the Chinese, who work in the chan­ 
nel of Steep Hollow creek. He described 
the mines as well as he could, some of 
which he had not seen for years, others he 
never was in, and others still he only knew 
by hearsay. Sold Skehan water to mine 
with in 1886 and 1887, while acting as 
agent for the Little York Ditch Company. 
A small portion of the main ditch is on 
section 7, and at least a half mile of a 
smaller canal runs through a portion of it. 
Was of the opinion that the southern por­ 
tion of section 7 was mineral in character. 
Speaking of the topography of the country, 
witness said a portion of it is level, a part 
broken and hilly and slightly rolling. The 
soil is loamy, and portions of the land will 
produce anything that will grow in the sec­ 
tion when water can be obtained with 
which to irrigate. Don't think it valuable 
for agricultural purposes except fruit, it be­ 
ing specially well adapted to apple culture. 
Vegetables also can be raised. This loam 
soil is deeper in some places than in others. 
In the northern portion of the section 
there is more bedrock than anything else. 
Witness knew there was a gravel deposit 
upon this section, but whether it was valu­ 
able oi not for mining purposes he could 
not say. Don't know whether it contains 
gold or not. Have seen similar bodies of 
gravel worked at profit. When I first went 
to that section the entire country was 
classed as mineral land, especially where 
there are extensive gravel deposits. It was 
generally understood at that time that the 
mines were located under and conformed 
to the local laws. Knew of two small 
fields that had been cultivated on section 7, 
where a small quantity of hay was raised. 
A small portion of an orchard on Lowell 
Hill, lie believed, was upon this section. 
The two lots spoken of eontaiued about 
five acres each. The Lowell H ill orchard 
less than an acre. 
On cross-examination witness said he 
never prospected the gravel on section 7. 
So far as he knew there had been no pay­ 
ing lead of gravel discovered on this sec­ 
tion, and was of the opinion that if pay­ 
ing gravel had been discovered there it 
would have been worked. 
Miners, as a 
general rule, go for ail ibat is in sight, and 
if this gravel would pay it would ha 
worked. Said he did not know as he ever 
prospected a pan of dirt on section 7. 
Senator Sargent—Don’t you know that 
the land is becoming valuable for agricult­ 
ural purposes ? 
W itness—No, sir. I am no land agent. 
Senator Sargent—You don't know that 
fruit orchards are creeping into the moun­ 
tains? You don’t know that the lands at 
Loomis, 
1’cnryn. 
Newcastle. Auburn, 
Clipper Gap and Colfax are all valuable for 
fruit culture? 
Witness—1 don’t pretend to say any­ 
thing about the value of the lands. Í know 
what they are worth th ere; cannot say 
what similar lands would be worth at 
Dutch Flat or Colfax. 
Witness said the creek and north part of 
the section is not so well timbered as the 
southern portion. The timber consists of 
valuable sugar pine, yellow pine, fir, cedar, 
spruce, oak. 
On redirect examination, witness said 
the timber had been pretty well cut off the 
southern half of the section by the Towle 
Bros., hut the northern half has not been 
touched. 
TOON RECESS. 
On reassembling Levee again took the 
stand, and in answer to a question of Sena­ 
tor Sargent, admitted that he had said he 
would give 810 an acre for twenty-five 
acres, partially in section 7, for agricultural 
purposes. This ground lies almost level 
deep soil, all under ditch, easily irrigated, 
fine orchard land, and could be made a 
profitable alfalfa field. As an appleorchard, 
a good investment. He was engaged in 
fruit culture in that section, and found the 
apple crop quite profitable. He also raised 
peaches, pears, cherries, plums, grapes, etc. 
General Carey—Can all those fruits be 
successfully raised ? 
Witness—Apples can. 
General Carey—Are there any orchards 
of any considerable extent within two miles 
of section 7 ? 
Witness—Yes; five of them in sections 
14, 13 and 12. They are profitable so far as 
the apple crop is concerned. 1 am culti­ 
vating an orchard in section 14. 
Joel Enos, a 
Grass 
Valley 
saloon­ 
keeper. was put upon the witness-stand. 
All he knew about the Lowell Hill mines 
was that eleven years ago he washed some 
gravel for Skehan at the dump at the 
mouth of his tunuel on the Lowell Hill 
mine. It paid very well. 
Andrew Joice, the next witness, said his 
age was 64 years, and that he hail lived in 
the hills within a radius of eight miles of 
section 7 since 135S. He was familiar with 
the lines of section 7. He also knew the 
mines already described by other witnesses. 
He never mined on section 7, but bad ob­ 
served mining operations on Steep Hollow 
creek. 
Witness is now operating the 
Dewey claim, two miles from the Lowell 
Hill store. 
Ou cross-examination witness said he 
did not believe the gravel deposit on sec­ 
tion 7 wonld pay for mining. It is ahilfot 
rock covered with a lava cap and in other 
portions the soil is a fertile loam. 
John Mackin. the next witness, had re­ 
sided at Lowell H ill since the fall of 1865. 
Knew nothing of the section prior to that 
time. Visited the Mammoth Spring tunnel 
in 1867. The tunnel then was six feet 
high and four feet wide. Don’t thir.k there 
has been any work done there since. W it­ 
ness, in cruss-tlamination by Senator Sar­ 
gent, gave a description of the gravel de­ 
posits of that section. 
He seemed to 
understand more about the geological 
formation of that section than any of the 
preceding witnesses. He did not claim to 
lie an agriculturist, bet expressed an opin 


ion that section 7 was but of little value for 
agricultural purposes. He said it was a 
very thinly settled section. 
At 4:30 p. m. adjourned to 10 A. m. to­ 
morrow.
